UNLVYERSITY OF VIRGIN 


IA. 

We regret that the loss of a com- 
toubication sent to this oftice some 
ime since delayed us in a notice of 
the semi-centennial of this institu- 
tion now in progress. There is that 
interest in the University of Virginia 
which draws to it the sttention of 
every Southern man. It has always, 
by the brilliancy of its faculty, at- 
tracted to itthe admiration of the 
world, and by its wise and liberal 
system of instruction, has proved 
itself to be peculiarly adapted to the 
education of Southern youth. 

During the period of the decay of 
the University of North Carolina, 
that of Virginia bas proved a gen- 
erous mother to the youth of this 


State, and many distinguished young 


men have laid the foundations of 
their prominence and usefulness in 


_the nursery of our sister State. 


The University of Virginia was 
founded in 1825 by Thomas Jeffer- 
son. His system was a wise and 
philosophic one, and though open 
to some objections originally from 
the apparent exclusion of religious 
infinences, time and practice have 
removed all objections. It is flour- 
ishing and has flourished, as distin- 
euished for its high standard of 
morality as for its intellectual cul- 
ture, and scholastic advantages. 

During the last year four hun- 
dred students were in attenclance, 
and its reputation is sull increasing 
with the advance of yeurs. 


JUDICIAL REFORM, 

The indepen dent action, to use a 
nitld expression, of the Hon. Saml. 
W. Watts is drawing the attention 
of the people to him. Members of 
lis own party say he ought to be 
impeached. 7 lat however amounts 
to ttle more than a concession to 
public ooimon. Judge Watts is no 
worse than he has been through his 
whole eareer as a Judge. He is 
the example of a vicious sys- 
tem. 

Lhe Judges ought to be elected 
by the State at large by a whole 
ticket, or what is preferable, by the 
Legislature. A demagogue cry that 
this is taking a right from the peo- 
pie is met by the answer that the 
people are too much interested in 
the protection of rights to insist 
that an office involving so much of 
purity of character and indepen- 
dence and impartiality of action 
should be put up to be serambled 
for, and made the subject of party 
rewards. That office of all others 
the people are interested in preserv- 
ing free from the effects of influences 
which must be used in popular 
elections. It is an oflice they can 
very safely trust and will very wil- 
liugly trust, with their representa- 
tives, 

When a contrast is drawn be- 
tween the judiciary the State has 
had under the present Consti- 
tution, and that under the old, there 
are found the strongest points of 
dissimilarity. Under the old SY5- 
tem, the Bench was generally strong; 
it was always pure, and it was al- 
ways respected. The most partial 
judgment cannot say the same of 
the present. 

Whichever mode is adopted will 
be an improvement upon the _pres- 
ent, which forces an incompetent 
or corrupt judge upon a district 
through the whole of his term with- 
out the smallest hope of remedy or 
relief,

NASHVILLE, TENN., May 26,1570. — 
Hon. James D. Porter, Governor of 
Tennessee—Sir: [am charged by the, 
Central Executive Commatttee of the, 
Centennial Celebration of the Meck- 
lenburg Declaration of Incepeidence, 
May 20, 1775, to present to you, and 
through you to the people of the 
Stute of ‘Tennessee, the accom panys 
ing banner, whieh, on the 20th of 
May, 1875, represented and was dedi- 
ented to) Tennessee, in the celebra - 
tion of the one hundredth aniuiver- 
sary of the Meeklenourg Declaration 
of Independence. 

The four corners of Independence 
Square were each ornamented wiih a 
banner. They represented North 
Carolina. Virginia, South Carolina 
and Te inessee. 

I have the honor to present to you, 
in the name of the committee, this 
banner, the emblem of our country’s 
ereatness and glory-—the first 
ever unfurled in vindication of the 
rights of popular constitutional 
erty, Which were first) publicly and 
authoritatively proclaimed in inde- 
pendence of kingly rule at Charlotte 
Town, in the county of Mecklen- 
burg, May 10, 1775. 

This bannerisa token of the es- 
teem andaffeetion which the old 
North State entertains for her daugh- 
ter, and bears witness to the com- 
mow devotion of their people tothe 
foundation principles of local self- 
government, unfettered, save by con- 
stitutional limit alone, wherein for 
the common good and general wel 
fare they haveparted with sovereign 
powers under well guarded cons 
tional restrictions. 

This banner should ever remind us 
that popular liberty is hardly worn, 
and purehased with great sacrilice of 
blood and treasure ; that for it mImany 


people have inetlectually jstruggled, | 


whilst others who fondly imagined 
they had secured it, have been un- 
able toretain the priceless jewel; 
that eternal vigilance is the ‘price of 
liberty ; that ave should be ever ready 
to rebuke, promptly, the first en- 
croachments upon its rights, whether 
emanating popular license or 
centralized usurpation: remem. 
bering that although we should sus- 
tain the government created to se- 
cure the common good and general 
welfare, Whilst acting id its appoint- 
ed sphere, as Well as State ygovern- 
ments, Whilst performing the lepili- 
imate functions for which they were 
instituted; yet, governments, both 
State and National, sink into insig- 
nificance when compared with lib- 
erty—constitutionally regulated lib- 
erty—whenever these shall seek to

The Governor’s Reply. 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, NASHVILLE, 
TENN., May 2, 1875.—-Sir: On be- 
half of the people of Teunessee, [ 
accept the National Plag, dedicated 
to the State at the celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
Mecklenburg Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and IT will at onee prepare 
a place forits preservation in the 
State Capitol. 

In 1769 the Assembly of North 
Carolina declared against the right of 
England to tax the colonies. This 
was the first authoritative deelara- 
tion of her rightto “local self-gov- 
ernment,’’ and from that day to the 
present, hersons and their descen- 
dants have been imbued with a spirit 
of freedom and a love of religious and 
political liberty, that will assert it- 
self to the remotest penerations. The 
Declaration at Mecklenburg was the 
‘fair sequence and = suceession”’ of 
the declaration made in 1769, and the 
twoacts were preparatory steps to the 
subsequent action of the united Cel- 
onies in making a general declara- 
tion of independence in 1776, and in 
the adoption of this flag by the Con- 
tinental Congress in June of the next 
year. 

This gift from mother to daughter 
is significant of renewed devotion to 
the flag of her country ; in that spirit 
her daugliter’s acceptance is made. 

It was eminently proper that this 
flag should be received at your 
hands, an honored son of Tennessee 
a descendant of one of the signers of 
the Mecklenburg Declaration of In- 
dependence, who unites in his own

‘Ve now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will
